Records  Shattered 
This  Season 

Breaking  old  and  setting  new 
records  in  the  Natatorium  seems 
to  be  the  favorite  pastime  this 
season  for  both  the  Demon  swim- 
mers  and  the   visiting  teams. 

In  the  last  four  swimming 
meets  the  Demons  have  managed 
to  break  even  in  winning  two  and 
losing  two  while  competing  against 
the  best  teams  in  the  South  and 
the  Southwest.  During  this  com- 
petition as  many  as  six  swimming 
records  in  eight  events  have  been 
broken  in  a  single  meet. 

The  most  consistent  record 
breaker  for  the  Demons  is  Myron 
Lockey  of  Monroe.  After  setting 
a  new  pool  record  in  the  200-yard 
breaststroke  event  against  Vander- 
bilt  University  in  the  first  meet 
of  the  season,  Lockey  has  lowered 
his  own  record  in  each  of  the 
three  succeeding  meets.  He  has 
succeeded  in  clipping  more  than 
20  seconds  from  the  original 
record. 

In  the  300-yard  medley  relay, 
the    Demon    team    of    Branch, 


Lockey,  and  Voorhees  have  estab- 
lished a  new  record,  while  the 
400-yard  freestyle  relay  record  was 
cracked  by  a  fast  relay  team  from 
Southern  Methodist  University. 

Breaking  the  2-year-old  records 
of  Bill  Stovall.  one  of  the  fastest 
freestyle  swimmers  of  former  Dem- 
on teams,  was  the  accomplish- 
ment of  Dick  Muckleroy  from  S. 
M.  U.  Muckleroy  not  only  broke 
the  records  in  the  50-yard  free- 
style and  the  100-yard  freestyle 
events  but  swam  the  anchor  lap 
for  the  record-breaking  400-yard 
freestyle  relay  team  from  S.  M.  \J. 

Jeff  Hennessy  and  Jack  Gaston 
have  consistently  won  the  fancy 
diving  contests  for  the  Demons 
against  all  competition,  while  Jack 
Branch  has  won  the  backstroke  in 
every  meet  in  which  he  has  com- 
peted. Against  Texas  A  &  M. 
Gaston  and  Branch  were  unable  to 
compete  because  of  illness.

Starting  out  the  baseball  season 
with  two  games  against  the  strong 
Southern  Illinois  University  nine 
on  March  16  and  17  on  the  local 
diamond.  Coach  Alvin  "Cracker" 
Brown  will  have  only  fifteen  days 
to  get  the  Demon  baseball  club 
ready  for  competition.  The  first 
baseball  practice  is  scheduled  for 
March  1,  and  there  are  many  open- 
ings that  must  be  filled  with  new 
faces  to  meet  the  deadline. 

Only  one  regular  player  from 
last  season's  starters,  Bobby  Davis 
of  Shreveport,  is  in  school  to 
handle  the  outfield.  In  the  in- 
field will  be  Ronald  Martin  of 
Natchitoches  and  Angel  del  Toro. 
Cabo  Rojo,  Puerto  Rico,  from  the 
starting    line-up    of  last   year. 

Letterman  Sam  Harper,  catcher 
of  Minden,  will  call  signals  for 
returning  pitchers  Linwood  Outz 
of  Minden,  Ephen  Macaluso  of 
New  Orleans,  Artie  Ranew  of  Tal- 
lahassee, Fla.,  William  B.  Calvert, 
Jr.,  of  Shreveport,  and  Wilson  W. 
Ronda  of  Cabo  Rojo,  P.  R. 

Promising  recruits  from  the  B 
squad  and  freshmen  are:  Chip 
Perot,  catcher  from  Natchitoches; 
infielders  Edwin  Watkins  from 
Haynesville,  Ralph  White  from 
Alexandria,  and  Sammy  Booras 
from  Shreveport;  outfielders  Leon 
Fuller  of  Tallulah,  Horace  McCann 
of  Cheneyville.  Billy  Scroggins  of 
Natchitoches,  and  Jack  Holley  of 
Coushatta.  Johnny  Johnston  of 
Benton  may  be  used  as  utility,  and 
Billy  Jean  Smith  of  Heflin  as  a 
pitcher. 

When  asked  about  the  prospects 
for  the  1951  season.  Coach  Brown 
stated:  "'We  have  a  fine  schedule 
if  we  can  field  a  team  to  play  it." 

Opening  the  season  with  South- 
ern Illinois  L^niversity,  the  Demon 
nine  will  entertain  local  fans  by 
playing  such  teams  as  Houston 
University  (2  games!.  Barksdale 
Field  (2  games),  and  Mississippi 
State  (1  game),  before  getting 
underway  in  Gulf  States  Competi- 
tion on  March  27,  at  which  time 
the  Demons  meet  the  Louisiana 
College  Wildcats  in  Pineville. 

Last  season  the  Demons  finished 
their  schedule  with  a  percentage 
of  .500  in  conference  play,  win- 
ning o  and  losing  8  games. 

To  reduce  travel  to  a  minimum, 
the  Gulf  States  Conference  is  set 
up  in  two  divisions.  Northwestern 
State  is  in  the  western  division, 
which  also  includes  Centenary. 
Louisiana  Tech,  Louisiana  ('ollege. 
and  Southwestern. 

Southwestern  won  the  western 
division  championship  last  season 
and  went  on  to  eliminate  Loyola, 
winner  of  the  eastern  division,  to 
cop  the  conference  championship.

Demons  Win  Six  Of 
Last  Eight  Games 

Snapping  out  of  an  early  season 
slump  in  (Julf  States  Conferf'ncc 
comj)<'lilit)n,  when  they  lost  '■'> 
games  in  succession,  the  Demons 
have  won  six  and  lost  two  of  the 
last  eight  games  played.  This 
gives  them  a  conference  record  of 
6  wins  and  5  losses,  and  a  season 
record  of  LH  wins  and  8  losses. 

Outstanding  scorer  for  the 
Demons  is  Johnny  McConathy, 
six-feet  five-inch  center  from 
Hryceland,  who  has  made  a  total 
of  137  points  for  a  game  average 
of  20.8  points  in  21  games.  With 
five  games  yet  to  be  played,  he 
should  break  the  conference  rec- 
ord of  480  points  established  by 
Claude  "Jodie'  Stoutamire  in 
1949. 

Only  six  times  during  the  exist- 
ence of  the  Gulf  States  Conference 
(this  is  the  third  year  of  opera- 
tion) has  more  than  400  points 
been  scored.  Stoutamire,  leading 
the  conference  in  1949  and 
1950,  made  480  points  in  1949 
and  428  points  in  1950.  Demon 
Bernard  "Tussie"  Waggoner 
scored  469  points  in  1949,  his 
senior  year.  Bishop  of  Mississippi 
Southern  College  passed  the  400 
mark  last  season  and  edged  into 
the  select  circle  again  this  year 
at  the  end  of  his  25th  game.  Mc- 
Conathy has  garnered  437  points 
this  season  and  with  fair  success 
in  scoring  should  reach  the  500 
point  or  above. 

Heartening  to  the  Demons  in  re- 
cent play  is  the  return  to  form  of 
Hershal  McConathy,  diminutive 
forward  from  Florien,  who  has 
regained  his  eye  for  the  basket. 
Ranew,  Outz,  and  Yergler  have 
been  hustling  the  ball;  their  work, 
combined  with  the  fine  play  of 
Pender.  Hildebrand,  and  Davis, 
has  been  responsible  for  the 
Demon  upsurge  in  the  win  column.
